Control of Municipal Finance 
Less Powers Than English Local Gov- 
ernment Board 


mission, as suggested by F. J. Jam 
of the firm of Nay & James, bond 
dealers of Regina, is particularly in- 
teresting to all mitinicipalities. Mr. 
James first brought the question of the 
advisability of appointing such a com- 
mission before the Regina Board of 
Trade, when his ideas were promptly 
endorsed and steps taken to bring the 
matter to a successful conclusion. 

Mr. James outline of the duties of 
stich a commission, as read before the 
Regina Board of Trade, follows: 

Much has been said and a great deal 
has been written fn connection with 
the proposal to urge one or more of 
our Western Canadian Provincial Gov- 
ernments the advisability of exercis- 
ing greater control over the borrow- 
ings of our Municipalities. Some au- 
thorities on matters of this kind would 
60 so far as to recommend the ap- 
polntment of a Federal Commission 
with powers similar to those possess- 
ed and exercised by the Local Gov- 
ernment Board tn England; but it 
must be remembered that this is quite 
a large country. Conditions in the 
various provinces are very different 
and it would seem that a Commission 
in a Province like Saskatchewan 
would be fully employed if it were to 
grapple with the problems that beset 
the vast growing Municipalities in this 
Province, 

Widening Municipal Market 

Therefore we deem it wise at this 
time to follow the ideas of the more 
cautious and offer herein for consid- 
eration of this Board some suggestions 
which may be of service in solving 
what is undoubtedly a leading topic in 
the municipal. debenture market and 
of paramount importance to Municipal- 
ities throughout our Province. The 
main idea would be to widen the mark- 
et for Western Canadian. Debentures 
without unduly burdening municipal 
bodies by irksome. restraint. 

Subject a Big One 

The subject is a big one and it 1s 
not intended at this time to dwell at 
_length upon its many phases and pos- 
‘sibilities, but rather bring out a few 
salient points which {it is hoped will 
lead to healthy criticism and hasten 
the day when the appointz.ent of such 
a commission in our Province will be 
an actual fact. Just here | might say 
that the appointment of such a com 
mission is not being suggested in re- 
gard to Western issue alone, but a/| 
similar movement is I understand be- 
ing made in the other Provinces both 
East and West. 

We would not even suggest the dis- 
continuance of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs, a department which 
has more than justified its existence | 
and which will undoubtedly continue 
to render great service ir the building 
up and supervision of the Rural Mun- 
icipalities and Hamlets throughout the 
Province. A Commission of this kind 
would we think work in an entirély 
different field from “that of the De- 
partment and would have the effect of 
broadening the market for the debent- 
ures of all our Municipalitie: and give 
investors an added feeling of confi- 
dence in that the debentures being of- 
fered from this Province were being 
issued by Municipalities under condi- 
ltions which fully justified them. 
Legislative Regulation not Govern- 

ment Guarantee 

We agree with the remarks of a re- 
cent writer that speaking generally 
‘municipal borrowing is a matter for 
legislative regulation with executive 
supervision, rather than for Govern- 
ment aid.’ 

It has been sugg -tec that the 
yovernment Guarartee obligations of 
the Municipalities, but there are sever- | 
al arguments which might be advanced | 
against this action, one being that im- 
mediately the Government guaranteed 
all issues the town debenture would 
rank very closely, if not equal, in val- 
ue with the city bond, and for that 
matter with the bonds of the Province 
itself, which is decidedly unfair. 
Government has Already tncurred 

Heavy Guaranteeing Obligations 

Again it must be borne in mind that) 
our Provinclal Government has al- 
ready incurred heavy liabilities in the 
way of guaranteeing the bonds of rail-| 
ways for the building of lines where 
they were much needed, nd where 
they would not likely have been built 
for many years Were it not for this 
Government assistance.

He was appointed to the 
staff of the geological survey of Can- 
ada in 1891 and conducted many 
important explorations. At present 
he is regarded as the best authority 
upon the geological formation of the 
great mineral belt in southern Brit- 
fish Columbia, He was made director 
of the geological survey six years 
REO. 

At college Prof. Brock was cele- 
brated as an athlete in hockey and 
football, and was president of 
Queen's Hockey Club, 1902-3. He 
is a councillor of the Canadian Min- 
ing Institute and also of Queen's 
University; a member of the Ameri- 
can Mining Institute; a life fellow 
of the Geological Society of America 
and a member of the National Geo- 
graphical Society. He was made a 
fellow of the Royal Society of Can- 
ada in 1911, 

Prof. Brock, assisted by F. C. 
Congdon, prepared two years ago a 
new mining law applicable to all 
Canada. He is the author of numer- 
ous reports and papers on scientifia 
anbjects. 


A Bathing Ceremony. 


The bathing festival of Hindus tn 
which eighty thousand persons took 
part was held in the River Hooghly, 
near Calcutta, India, on a recent 
evening. The enormous crowd was 
lined along the river from Babu’s 
Ghat to Nimtolla Ghat. An idea of 
the large number of bathers, assem- 
bled on this occasion, will be ob- 
tained from the fact that seen from 
any position, the river looked like a 
mass of heads as far as the eye could 
see, The festival, which is the cele- 
bration of the combination of certain 
stars on the day of a lunar eclipse, 
comes only once in twelve years, and 
is known as the “Churamoni Yoga.” 
This explains why the festival arous- 
ed so much enthusiasm among de 
yout Hindus, Ablution in the Ganges 
and its branches on the occasion of 
this festival is popularly regarded as 
yery beneficial spiritually. Some 
thousands of Hindus, living in parts 
of the country remote from the 
Ganges, came to Calcutta with a 
view to bathe in the Hooghly.

| the Best of the Gas Meter. 


The most adroit scheme yet re- 
Ported to beat the gas meter and get 
gas for nothing was recently dis- 
covered in Honolulu, and Its success 
was due to the use of a modern 
scientific laboratory apparatus.

A new 
meter was put in, but the next col- 
lection trip did not bring any quar- 
ters, nor were there slugs or any 
substitutes found {in the meter. 
Every few days then a newly-tested 
meter was put in, but the customer 
continued to use gas and the com- 
pany found no quarters. 

At last the company surrendered 
;and offered to pay the customer a 
sum of money if he would tell his 
scheme, promising not to prosecute. 
He agreed and took the inspectors 
to his little laboratory. First he 
showed a little mold, to cast disks 
about the size of quarters, In this 
he poured water, and then in a few 
seconds, by means of an ether spray- 
\freezing machine such as is in com- 
mon use in science, he froze the 
water. Thus he had an ice disk the 
size of a quarter. This was dropped 
into the meter slot and the gas came. 

The ice melted inside of the meter 
and the few drops of water quickly 
ran out, leaving no trace of his trick.

From Mosque at Adrianople. 

An incident that has the elements 
of romance found in Wilkie Collins’ 
Moonstone or other stories of the de- 
tpoiling of Indian temples by the 
British conquerors has just been re- 
vealed by the discovery in ~‘enna of 

-one of Islam's most sacred relics, 
Mohammed's tunic, which had been 
taken there by a Bulgarian officer 
and which had been held by him as 
spoils of war. 

This holy object, according to the 
story, was removed from the treasury 
In connection with the great mosque 


at Adrianople ia the latter days of « 


the siege and with others of similar 
sacred character was tirned over to 
the care of imans, When the Bul- 
farlans as conquerers entered the city 
the tunic was discovered by an offi- 
cer and appropriated by him as loot. 

The loss of an article held in such 
veneration by the Moslem world was 
Immediately noted. The iman in 
whose charge it had been deposited 
told all that he knew -f the taking of 
the tunic. A numbe. of the faithful 
entered into a compa t to recover it 
at every risk. They followed several 
trails into Bulgaria and at last got 
the clue that led to Vienna, Before 
the Bulgarian could negotiate its 
sale the Mohammedans, who had 
been so persistently on his tracks, 
confronted him and demanded its re- 
storation, The matter was taken up 
by tne Turkish embassy. ‘This offic'al 
appeal prevailed and the relic will be 
returned to its former place in the 
holy treasury at Adrianople, 

‘The Mussulmans keep their highest 
veneration for the reli: which is kept 
ig Constantinople, the Mantle of the 
Prophet. It is difficult to express the 
adoration of the people for tuls ori- 
flamme. In times past when the Sul- 
tan himself led the army in war the 
relic accompanied him, to be returned 
to the Seraglio only with an elabor- 
ate ceremonial of prayers and the 
burning of incense of aloes and am- 
bergris. 

The relic, which is also sometimes 
called the holy standard, is kept ina 
hall near the throne room of the Old 
Seraglio. It is wrapped always in 40 
napkins of the most exquisite silk, 
the roll in turn being enclosed in a 
marvelous jeweled casket. The Sultan 
alone can expose the relic to view. 
This is done once each year on the 
occasion of the Ramazan. The Sultan 
first pays his reverence in private, 
after which he seats himself on a 
throne facing ihe Mantle, which is a 
small fragment of greenish

Vivid Pen Picture of Conditions Un« 
der Which Pilgrims Travel, 


In an account of the writer's ex- 
periences on a pilgrim boat, Stephen 
Graham, In & recent article, gives a 
vivid pen picture of the condition un- 
der which Russian pilgrams to Je- 
Tusalem travel in the steerage. Four 
hundred, he declares, were accommo-

“I went down the dark ladders into 
the bowels of the ship,” the writer 
continues, ‘and saw how they lived 
there, I had not as yet found a place 
for myself, and cold nights were in 
prospect.

A WORLD TONGUE 


ESPERANTO GIVES INTE 
CHANGE BETWEEN RACES, 


Dr. Zamenhof's Universal Language 
Has Evidently Come to Stay 
Despite Its Slow Recognition by 
Scholars — Remarkable Results 
Have Been Secured—Grammatr 
Is Basy and Vocabulary Large. 


It cannot be too clearly. stated 
that Esperanto has not come to sup- 
plant any natural language. What 
it does do, however, is to supply ar 
easily acquired means of intercourse 
between all the nations on the face 
of the globe. In other words, we of 
this cou:'-y use English at home 
and Esperanto abroad. That is the 
idea. 

It is a dreary truth that the 
thoughts of ninetenths of the people 
of the world are as a closed book to 
us. Yet it is manifestly impossible 
for one to become really fluent in 
even a small number of the many 
languages spoken in Europe a'one. 
It is equalty hopeless to expect the 
countries of the world to adopt any 
existing language as a common ton- 
gue, for, apart from the diffieulty of 
acquiring a foreign language, there 
would be the insuperable objection 
of racial prejudice. 

This is where Esperanto comes in, 
for it is a neutral auxiliary language 
that can be learnt with ease in three 
months by devoting one hour a day 
to study, at the cost of sixpence ’or 
a text book. 

Dr. Louis Lazare 
sented Esperanto to the world in 
1887 after years of patient labor. 
He was not a linguist by profession, 
but an oculist, though his knowledge 
of several languages made the in- 
vention of Esperanto possible. 

In 1889 the first Esperanto Society 
was formed in St. Petersburg, and 
iis members met with the ridicule 
and indifference that greets pioneers 
of every kind. About this time, 
however, it was taken up by Swedes, 
Germans, and a few students in 
other countries. Ten years later the 
French Esperantists had become 
sufficiently numerous to form a Na- 
tional Association. Sinee then Es- 
peranto has rapidly spread until to- 
day there are over 2,000 societies in 
all parts of the world. In 1889 the 
publications in Esperanto numbered 
29, which figure has now been in- 
creased to the respectable total of 
2,000 volumes of translations and 
original works. 

The vocadulary of Esperanto is 
International, and Englis):-speaking 
people are able to recognize some- 
thing like two-thirds of the words.

Frenchr 2, Germans, Russians, and 
indeed a.! Eur peans, are pleasantly 
surprised by the familiar appear- 
ance of the language. And it is se 
easy! 

The Esperanto grammar contains 
only sixteen rules, and no excep- 
tions! It absolutely phonetic, and 
has an eeable sound not unlike 


Italian; it is easy to write and to 
speak, and is pronounced in the same 
Way by all nationalities. 

Esperanto has created a new ma- 
sonry, and t’2 green star worn by 
Esperantists (though this, of course, 
is optional) from Lcidon to Shang- 
hai is a sign that the person wearing 
it is ready to befriend you, as well 
as willing and able to talk to you. 

To know Esperanto is a sign of 
culture. It, moreover, puts youina 
position far superior to that of the 
most brilliant linguist, for, no matter 
to what part of the world you may 
g0 you will find men and women te 
whom you can talk freely. In this 
way Esperanto abolishes frontiers, 
and, to a great extent, ‘foreigners," 
and puts to flight that terrifying in- 
stitvtion “the language,” which pre- 
vents so many people, who would 
otherwise do so, from raveling. 

Here is au instance out of many. 
A little while ago a Russian Esper- 
antist, who was totally blind, tray- 
eled alone from Moscow to London, 
Through the medium of the Univer 
fal Esperanto Association he com- 
municated with fellow Esperantists, 
with the result that he was met at 
all important points of his journey 
and recsived every assistance, thug 
being enabled to reach his destina- 
tion in perfect comfort. 

Of course, on the continent, where 
f0 many languages are spoken, the 
need for Esperanto is most keenly 
felt (in Russia alone there are nine- 
teen separate and distinct lan- 
guages!). sut' to the Britisher, 
who is so notoriously slow at learne 
ing a foreign tongue, Esperanto is 
invaluable. 

A short time back an Esperantist 
in Sweden, who was interested in 
the study of butierflies, asked in 
“The British Esperantist’ (which ig 
the official organ of the British Bg. 
peranto Association) for people te 
correspond with him on the subject 
of butterfly collecting. He received 
over fifty replies from all parts of 
| the world, and, of course, gained @ 
fund of knowledge he could not pos- 
sibly have obtained otherwise, Yor 
you must remember that the paper 
is read by Esperantists all over the 
world. - 

Esperanto is a practical proposi- 
|tion, It means that your power of 
| Obtaining information on, or knowl- 
edge of, any subject is no longer 
| limited by your ignorance of two or 
three dozen languages, 
| Thus Esperanto, providing a com- 
mon ground for the interchange of 
thought between all people, breaks 
down narrow prejudice, and tends 
to create a better understanding that 
must inevitably lead to fellowship 
and goodwill among men,
